Albert Alan Jameson 
and Camp Dixie

Albert Alan Jameson was 
born in Falmouth, Ken¬ 
tucky on March 5, 1868. 
Albert’s father, George, was 
a police judge, who later 
became Pendleton County’s 
circuit judge. Albert and his 
family attended the Meth¬ 
odist Church on Shelby 
Street in downtown Fal¬ 
mouth. At age 60 George 
Jameson moved his family 
to Covington, Kentucky, 
where he served as district 
magistrate for the next 20 
years. 

In 1890, when Albert 
was 22 years of age, he 
accepted a job at the Cov¬ 
ington YMCA. Later that 
year Albert Jameson accept¬ 
ed the position of physical 
director at the YMCA in 
Augusta, Georgia. 

In 1899, Jameson 
accepted the position of 
boy’s work secretary at the 
YMCA in Nashville, Ten¬ 
nessee. In 1904 he accepted 
a new position with the 
YMCA in New York City. 
Jameson was nearing age 40 
and the boys in his depart¬ 
ment were starting to look 
upon him more as a father 
figure than a big brother. As 
a result of this he picked up 
the nickname, “Pop J” while 
serving in the New York 
offices. During his time of 
employment at the New 
York YMCA, Jameson, 
assisted with the creation of

the first Boy Scouts of 
America Handbook. 

In 1914 Albert Alan 
Jameson inherited a great 
deal of wealth from his 
father. He used a portion of 
that money to purchase 350 
acres of land in Clayton, 
Georgia, where he founded 
a nature retreat for boys and 
girls called “Camp Dixie.” 
In 1944, Jameson passed 
away. He was laid to rest in 
Rabun County, Georgia, at 
the Taylor Turpin Cemetery. 

On August 1 through 
August 3, 2014, Camp 
Dixie celebrated its Centen¬ 
nial Anniversary. Camp 
Dixie Director Ronda Con¬ 
rad administered activities 
of remembrance. A group of 
former campers visited 
Albert Jameson’s burial site. 
They decorated his grave 
with flowers and shared 
their fond memories of 
Camp Dixie.

Jack Dean III of Peach 
Grove takes an avid interest 
in animals and photo¬ 
graphing them. Over the 
last year he has had several 
friends tell him about some 
bald eagles in Pendleton 
County. After talking to 
them and some local 
experts in the area, he was 
able to locate a nest right 
here within the county. 
Dean was even able to get a 
few shots of an eagle flying 
above him. 

“I consider myself very 
lucky to have gotten these 
pictures considering I only 
saw the eagle for about a 
second,” said Dean. “The 
circumstances of the envi¬ 
ronment that I was taking 
the pictures wasn’t the 
greatest either.” 

Bald eagles mate for life 
and prefer habitats that 
include open water areas 
that support fish and water 
fowl. They build the largest 
tree nest, sometimes weigh¬ 
ing up to one ton. In the 
1950s the lower 48 states 
were down to 412 nesting

• 2 teaspoons baking soda 

• 1/2 teaspoon xantham gum 

• 2 teaspooons cinnamon 

• IVi teaspoons ginger 

• 1/4 teaspoons ground 

cloves 

• 1/2 teaspoon salt 

• 1/2 teaspoon cayenne pep¬ 

per (optional) 

• 1/2 teaspoon Stevia 

(optional) 

• Granulated sugar for rolling 

(optional) 

Directions: 

Beat shortening and sugar 
until light and creamy. Beat in 
egg and molasses and mix until 
smooth. Add dry ingredients. 
Refrigerate 30 minutes. Shape 
into one inch balls. Roll in 
sugar and place on cookie sheet. 
Bake at 350 for 8-10 minutes.

She 
was only a freshman when 
this happened, but later when 
she was a senior, she had 
another professor in the 
Social Work Department 
who commissioned his stu¬ 
dents, of whom Emily was 
one, to sign a petition to the 
State Legislature, advocating 
foster care and adoption 
rights for same sex couples. 

Emily approached her 
professor respectfully and 
said she could not do this 
assignment because of her 
faith. He became irate and 
filed a level three grievance 
against Emily which meant 
that she had to appear before 
an Ethics Committee in the 
Department of Social Work. 

The Ethics Committee 
was not ethical: The group 
did not put its grievance in 
writing, would not tell Emily 
the grievance against her, and 
held the hearing in less than 
30 days: all requirements by 
the University. The commit¬ 
tee browbeat her about her 
Christian faith, required 
some additional work on her 
part and threatened to with¬ 
hold her diploma. Emily 
came from the meeting of 
two and one half hours red 
eyed but determined. She 
retained a lawyer and filed 
suit against the University. 

The president of the Mis¬ 
souri State University received 
the lawsuit, launched an 
internal investigation, found 
that Emily’s claims were true, 


fired the professor, placed the 
School of Social Work on 
probation, and agreed to pay 
for Emily’s graduate work at 
the university of her choice. 

Emily’s story is told by 
Chris Potts, in “A Time to 
Stand,” in Truth and Tri¬ 
umph, Vol. I, Issue I, a publi¬ 
cation of the Alliance Defense 
Fund. The ADF is dedicated 
to the proposition of defend¬ 
ing the Christian faith in 
higher education, claiming 
that secular universities 
restrict Christian students 


from speaking freely about 
their faith.

AN ORDINANCE MAKING THE TAX LEVY FOR THE YEAR 2014 AND 
FIXING A PENALTY FOR THE FAILURE TO PAY. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF BUTLER 
KENTUCKY AS FOLLOWS: 

1. The ad valorum tax levy for the year 2014 for the general fund shall be 
$.651 per $100.00 of assessed value of real estate, improvements and 
personal property will be $1,039 per $100.00. 

2. The City shall have a lien for five years from the date of the assessment 
on the property of each person or corporation for all taxes due to the 
City. This lien shall not be defeated by gift, devise, alienation or other 
means and there shall be no exemption from levy or sale for taxes. 

3 . All taxes shall be due and payable on the 31 st of December 2014. If not 
paid by January 31,2015 such taxes shall be delinquent and all 
delinquent taxes shall bear interest at the rate of ten percent per annum 
from January 31, 2015. In addition, all delinquent taxpayers shall pay a 
penalty of ten percent on delinquent taxes. 

4. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict, or to the extent of such 
conflict, are hereby repealed. 

5. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage and publication 
according to law.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the County Sheriff of 
Pendleton County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31,2013, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in accordance with accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due 
to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for County Fee Officials 
issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. The 
procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statement, whether due to fraud or error.

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the County Sheriff on the basis of the 
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 
Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of 
December 31,2013, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the County Sheriff for the year ended December 31, 2013, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or 
permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note I. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated June 2, 2014 on our consideration of the 
Pendleton County Sheriff’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters.

Falmouth City Clerk responds to tax rate 


The following article 
was submitted by Falmouth 
City Clerk Terry England. 

The members of the 
Falmouth City Council 
along with the mayor 
recently set the city's tax 
rate this year at the com¬ 
pensating rate plus four 
percent. This was a very 
hard decision that was not 
taken lightly or without 
due consideration for every 
taxpayer of Falmouth. 
While understanding the 
difficulties our city faces 
and the uncertain econom¬ 
ic climate that we all face. I 
felt it was necessary as the 
city clerk to give an expla¬ 
nation as to why members 
of council and the mayor 
had to do what they did. 

I reviewed the records 
of the city back to 1999. 
From 1999 until 2007 the 
city took the compensating 
rate plus four percent every 
year when setting its tax 
rate. The reason this 
occurred was because the 
councils and mayors dur¬ 
ing this time understood 
the need to stay up with 
the inflationary rate and to 
plan for unforeseen expens¬ 
es that might arise. They 
felt it was better to increase 
a little amount at a time 
and not have the taxpayers 
facing a large increase in 
the future, but keep in 
mind this was never done 
lightly. However, from 
2007 until now the city 
only took the compensat¬ 
ing rate. This was done in 
an effort to help our tax¬ 
payers deal with the eco¬ 
nomic hardships that we all 
were facing at the time 
because of the recession 
and decline in the econo¬ 
my. 

This year for the first 
time since the flood of 
1997 our city actually faced 
a deficit in the budget. Due 
to the decline in the hous¬ 
ing market we were expect¬ 
ing a decrease in our prop¬ 
erty taxes. However, we 
had a substantial decrease 
in our insurance premium 
taxes we were not expect¬ 
ing. We did not anticipate 
the decrease we were seeing 
there. What we learned was 
a lot of the properties in 


Falmouth that are in fore¬ 
closures, are not having the 
homeowners insurance 
maintained, thus the 
decrease in insurance pre¬ 
mium revenues. Therefore, 
because of the decrease in 
revenue we not had a defi¬ 
cit in our budget. Also, 
because of the Biggert- 
Water Act that increased 
everyone's flood insurance 
rates astronomical, FEMA's 
creation of new flood plain 
maps, and the ever increas¬ 
ing uncertainty of the 
economy, we are expecting 
an even bigger reduction in 
our tax revenue next year. 

Myself and Mayor Mark 
Hart, in an effort to com¬ 
bat this and not cut any 
services to the citizens of 
Falmouth, met with the 
department heads of the 
city and started making 
every cut to the budget we 
felt was feasible. Our goal 
was not to cut any service 
to the citizens, not to cut 
any program that had a 
positive economic effect on 
the city, and to prioritize all 
our expenditures, and this 
we did. However, in the 
end we still had not 
accounted for all the reve¬ 
nue we had lost. 

The compensating rate 
is set by the state after 
receiving our tax assess¬ 
ment from the PVA. We do 
not set our compensating 
rate. Then the Northern 
Kentucky Area Develop¬ 
ment E)istrict calculates 
our expected revenue for 
next year, by taking only 
the compensating rate or 
by taking the compensat¬ 
ing rate plus four percent. 
If we took the compensat¬ 
ing rate only we were not 
going to be able balance 
our budget. Also, if one 
unforeseen event occurred 
over the year we had no 
cushion to account for it, 
so once again we would be 
facing another deficit next 
year. By taking the com¬ 
pensating rate plus four 
percent we could balance 
our budget plus have a very 
small cushion for unfore¬ 
seen expenses. That's why 
our budget was created 
based on the compensating 
rate plus four percent. 


Once the budget was 
prepared it was presented 
to council with the reason¬ 
ing behind what was done 
and explained to all council 
members that if this budget 
was passed we would have 
to take the compensating 
rate plus four percent when 
setting our tax rate. The 
mayor and I explained 
where the cuts were made 
and the mayor encouraged 
all council members as we 
went through the budget to 
make suggestions if anyone 
saw another area to cut. 
Nobody wanted to cut ser¬ 
vices or lay anyone off to 
balance the budget, or if 
they did they did not speak 
up. No motions were made 
by council to cut one ser¬ 
vice or reduce the number 
of employees in any depart¬ 
ment. The mayor, however, 
did reduce the maintenance 
department by one by not 
filling a vacant position in 
an effort to put money 
back into the general fund. 
When it came time for a 
vote, the budget passed 
unanimously. 

The point I am trying 
to make is no one wanted 
to take the compensating 
rate plus four percent. 
However, the city is man¬ 
dated by law to have a bal¬ 
anced budget. The mayor is 
mandated by law to present 
a balanced budget. Council 
is mandated by law to pass 
a balanced budget. This is 
what the city did. It was 
not done lightly or without 
studying the consequences 
of taking it versus not tak¬ 
ing it first. So before you 
criticize the ones for voting 
for it, stop and ask yourself, 
"What would you do if you 
were in their shoes?" I 
think what they did was 
show true leadership and 
make a very difficult deci¬ 
sion in the face of adversity 
and because of their actions 
take steps to help the city 
survive in these hard times. 
I hope this sheds a little bit 
of light on this issue and 
shows some of the reason¬ 
ing behind what they did.

RATE OF $.2040 PER ONE HUNDRED ($100.00) DOLLARS OF ASSESSED VALUATION. 

Be it ordained by the City of Falmouth: 

Section 1. That for the purpose of general support of the government of the City of Falmouth, and 
the payment of its debts and expenses for the calendar year of 2015, there be and hereby are levied ad valorem 
taxes on each one hundred ($100.00) dollars of the January 1, 2015 assessed valuation by the Pendleton County 
Property Valuation Administrator of all motor vehicles and watercraft within the taxing jurisdiction of the City 
of Falmouth which shall be at the rate of $.2040. 

Section 2. This Ordinance shall take effect upon its passage, approval, and publication in full as 
required by law, with an effective date of January 1, 2015.
